South Korean Foreign Minis- 
ter Pyun Yung Tae said Rhee’s 
latest note was delivered to 
President Eisenhower's emis- 
sary, Assistant Secretary of 
State Walter S. Robertson. 

“I'm sure the contents of the 
letter are not new to Mr. Rob- 
ertson,” Pyun said. “They are 
things already covered.”

BEING PREDICTED 


SEOUL, July 1 (AP)—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's emis- 
sary postponed his s meet- 
ing with President Syngman 
Rhee today amid predictions 
that a showdown is coming soon 
on Rhee’s stubborn refusal to 
accept a Korean armistice. 

An authoritative source said 
the United States has made con- 
cessions in an effort to win Rhee 
over to a truce, but the defiant 
old statesman injected new de- 


mands after declaring “all my | With 


demands have been met.” 

Gen. Mark W. Clark, the 
United Nations commander, held 
a four-hour secret conference 
of his top generals and 
in Tokyo. 

Washington sources indicated 
the showdown with Rhee might 
come within 24 hours. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Walter S. Robertson, sent here 
by Eisenhower in an effort to 
swing Rhee to the idea of an 
armistice and a political settle- 
ment of the Korean problem, 
did not meet with Rhee this 
morning, as he had planned. 

A high official who talked with 
reporters here today said Rob- 
ertson, in his talks with Rhee, 
agreed tentatively to a joint 
United States-Korean walkout 
from a post-armistice peace coh- 
ference if the Reds attempt to 
win advantages they could not 
win on the battlefield. :

RENT RISES HERE 
DUE IN 156 PUBLIC 


Pct. Under Regional 
Order. — Instructions

Tenants in 156 public housing 
units in St. Louis face rent in- 
creases ranging up to 10 per'| 
cent under an order issued yes- 
terday »y William E. Burgeron, 
regional public housing director 
in Chicago. 

John J. O'Toole, executive di- 


rector of the St. Louis Housing 
Authority, said today he had not 
yet received any instructions 
from the regional office and was 
unable to say which units here 
would be affected and how much 
any increases might be. There 
are 2019 units occupied in St. 
Louis. 

The order, which affects 37,000 
tenants of public housing units 
in 10 midwest states, was issued | 
under a decision by Administra- 
tion leaders last May that the 
Government should receive a 
fair return on its housing, 
Burgeron said. He explained 
that the rent revisions were 
based on genera. rent boosts 
for comparable housing in the 
communities where the units are 
located and are provided for in 
the Federal Housing Act. 

Burgeron’s order also provides 
for increases for tenants in 349 
units in East Alton. Most of the 
increases will be effective by 
Sept. 1 and will affect residents 
of 39 locally-operated and 37 
directly-administered projects in 
Missouri, Illinois, Iowa, Indiana, 
Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Ohio and Wisconsin. 

Monthly rental now averages 
about $35 a unit in the midwest 
region. Most increases will be 
the full 10 per cent, Burgeron 
said. 

Exceptions to the planned in- 
creases include trailer units at 
Fort Leonard Wood. 

Officials estimated that the 
aggregate rent from federal 
housing units in the region is 
now about $1,300,000 a month. 
Rent increases .lso are planned 
at Wentzville, Mo., where there 
are 100 units, and in the follow- 
ing Illinois cities: Decatur, 210 
units; Great Lakes 351, Hanover 
200, Rockford 230, Ottawa 117 
and Rosiclare 60. *

000 foreign aid bill. 

The vote on the surplus food 
plan was 49 to 35. The cutoff 
of the Mutual Security Adminis- 
itration program was by voice 
vote. 

Members adouted 
ment by Senator McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, which in- 
structed President Eisenhower 
to take an as yet undetermined 
amount of money out of funds 
for arms aid abroad and to use 
it to send surplus wheat, cotton, 
and meat products abroad in- 
stead. 

Opposed by Administration. 

Acting Senate Republican 
leader Knowland of California 
announced that the Defense De- 
partment and the MSA both op- 
posed the amendment because 
it would cater to “special inter- 
ests” and perhaps undercut the 
arms program. 

Under McClellan’s amend- 
ment Congress would set aside 
a portion of the arms aid ap- 
propriation with which Eisen- 
hower would be required to ne- 
gotiate currency conversion 
agreements abroad. Dollars 
would be supplied foreign 
countries with which they 
could buy American surplus 
farm goods. I return for the 
dollars, the United States would 
get foreign currencies for use 
in buying defense goods abroad. 

The exact amount of money 
involved would be decided lat- 
er when Congress votes actual 
cash appropriations for foreign 
aid. The bill the Senate acted 
on today merely authorizes the 
money. 

‘Something’ in Return. 

McClellan urged his proposal 
as one which would mean “we 
get a little something” for 
American aid. 

Knowland, Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, and Democratic Leader 
Pohnson of Texas fought the 
proposal. They were overridden 
by farm state senators and legis- 
lators opposed to foreign aid. 

The amendment on the cut-off 
of the MSA program provides 
that the agency stop making 
commitments by June 30, 1955, 
but gives MSA an additional 
year, until June 30, 1956, to 
complete shipments and liqupi- 
date all operations.

WASHINGTON, July 1 (AP) 
—July will be hotter than 
normal in the central and west- 
ern states, the Weather Bureau 
predicted today, but forecast 
cooler than normal temperatures 
along the west coat. The fore- 
cast follows: : 

“The We.ther Bureau’s 30- 
day outlook for July calls for 
temperatures to average above 
season normals over central and 
w stern portions of the nation 
except for slightly cooler than 
normal along the west “coast. 
Greatest departures on the 
| warm side of normal are -ex- 
pected ove’ the Southwest and 
central plains. Temperatures 
are expected to average not far 
from normal in the northeast 
and slightly cooler than normal 
in the southeast. 

“Substantial drouth - relieving 
rains are expected from central 
Texas eastward to the Appala- 
chians, but dry conditions are 
expected to persist from the 
Southwest into the _ central 
plains.

side world. 

Eisenhower also said he be- 
lieves with very deep conviction 
that a satisfactory conclusion of 
a Korean war will be worked 
out.

HE WOULD HOT 
‘HAVE PURGED 
HAMMETT BOOKS 


Thinks Whoever Threw 
Out Foreign Library 
Mystery Stories Did 
So Because He Be- 
came Frightened. _

WASHINGION, July 1—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said today he 
thought whoever purged Dashiell 
Hammett’s detective stories from 
American overseas libraries had 
got frighter.ed. 

He told a press conference 
that he did not know why the 
books should be removed. He 
emphasized by repetition that 
he would not have removed 
them. 

Responding to a series of 
questions by the Post-Dispatch, 
the President said he believed 
Secretary of States Dulles could 
issue a clear directive making it 
plain what books should be 
stocked in tae overseas informa- 
tion libraries maintained by the 
State Department. 

Tea Directives Sent Out. 

Ten directives or memoranda 
have been sent out by the de- 
partment since Feb. 1 and, ac- 
cording to reports from abroad, 
there still is confusion as to 
what books should be purged. 

Eisenhower said he had one 
conference with Dulles about 
the overseas libraries and 
planned another. Dulles, he said, 
had called his attention to the 
law authorizing the overseas 
libraries, which, he added were 
for the very limited purpose of 
portraying American life. 

Obviously, he observed, the 
State Deaprtment could not 
violaté the law. 

Eisenhower said that no new 
directives have been issued as 
the result of his talk with Dulles. 
Asked whether he thought a di- 
rective could be drafted to clear 
up the present confusion, he 
said it was certainly possible. 

The reporter remarked that 
there had been a seeming con- 
tradition between the President’s 
condemning of “book burning” 
in his recent Dartmouth College 
address and what he had said 
at his press conference two 
weeks ago when he implied that 
it would be all right with him 
if the State Department wanted 
to burn books advocating Com- 
munism. 

Eisenhower quickly denied 
that he had told the press con- 
ference that the State Depart- 
ment could do as it pleased if 
it wanted to burn such books. 

He said that he had never 
varied his position about free 
access to books and that the re- 
porters could go back to what 
he had said at Columbia Uni- 
versity on the subject. 

The reporter insisted that the 
President had told the press 

conference June 17 that “the 
State Department could do as 
it pleases.” 
Challenges Quotation. 

Again Eisenhower challenged 
the reporter’s quotation of his 
remarks, adding that he had 
said it would be foolish for the 
Government to stock ks in 
the overseas libraries that advo- 
cated the overthrow of this 
Government. He further re- 
called that he had noted that 11 
Communists had been convicted 
in this country for traitorous ac- 
tion and that he had not been 
talking about documents that 
attempt to persuade America 
to Communism. 

Under the rules of the White 
House press conferences, direct 
quotation of a President’s re- 
marks are’ not permitted with- 
out special authorization.

The latest official viewpoint 
was given last week by Dr.

Dr. Johnson told reporters: 
“In keeping with the Ameri- 
can principle that the individual 
is innocent until proven guilty, 
it has been virtually impossible 
to define who.is and who is not 
a Communist. We have not been 
able to furnish our field staff 
with a complete list of authors 
whose works are to be excluded. 
We have only been able to spe- 
cify certain authors who either 
are avowed Communists or have 
publicly refused to answer ques- 
tions regarding possible Commu- 
nist affiliations. Such refusal to 
answer questions has created a 
public impression regarding 
these authors, which justified or 
not, raises serious doubts as to 
whether their works contribute 
to the purposes of the program. 
“Beyond this limited list, our 
people in the field have had to 
use their own judgment as to 
what works should be excluded. 
Some of them, in a natural de- 
sire to play it safe, have re- 
moved from. libraries from which 
were never intended to be cov- 
ered by the instructions.” 
Hammett’'s books were re- 
moved before Johnson's state- 
ment was given to the press.

The South Koreans had fought 
well up until that time, rolling 
back some 4000 Chinese around 
Lookout and the ridge lines to 
the east and west where the 
Reds had driven southward as 
far as six miles in about two 
weeks toward the Kumsong river 
valley with its vital net of roads. 


It was the fifth day of battle 
for Lookout where both sides 
had committed thousands of re- 
inforcements. 


To the east, a see-saw battle 
raged for Virginia Hill and lo- 
calized fights flamed on Finger 
Ridge and in the Sniper Ridge 
area. 


The ROKs pushed to the top) 
of Virginia hill before dawn, but 
were beaten off by about 1000 
Reds just after daybreak. 


On Finger Ridge, ROKs fought 
to the crest in four hours of 
close-quarter fighting, only to 
have Chinese reinforcements 
drive them back down.

MOSSADEGH MAN 
NAMED SPEAKER 
OF PARLIAMENT 


Moslem Religious Lead- 
er Kashani Unseated 
by Secret Ballot as 
Majlis Finally Meets. 


TEHRAN, July 1 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Mohammed Mossadegh’s 
parliamentary forces today un- 
seated as speaker the fiery Mos- 
lem religious leader’ who was 
one of the Premier's bitterest 
foes. 

Ayatullah Seyed Abolghassem 
Kashani, who assailed Mossa- 
degh as a would-be dictator, was 
ousted in a secret ballot which 
elected as speaker the Mossa- 
degh candidate, Dr. Abdulla 
Moazzami. The vote was 4l to 31. 

In a statement published in 
Tehran newspapers yesterday, 
Kashani said Mossadegh risks 
hanging for trying to be “the 
lord of Iran.” 

The statement was made un- 
der the cover of parliamentary 
immunity on the eve of today’s 
showdown balloting. Kashani 
said Mossadegh had achieved his 
present vast powers by creating 
an atmosphere of threats nad 
fears. 

Kashani, white-bearded mul- 
lah (priest), said he had accept- 
ed the speakership last summer 
only to prevent the danger of 
dictatorship: He added: 

“Had I refused, there would 
be no majlis (parliament) or 
constitution today.” 

The new speaker is a lawyer 
and a wealthy landlord. The 
majlis, for lack*of a quorum, has 
been able to hold only nine of 
the last 40 scheduled meetings. 
Mossadegh hag called the situ- 
ation a deliberate attempt to 
paralyze his government. 

Kashani’s parliamentary sup- 
porters have from time to time 
blocked votes of confidence in 
Mossadegh and a bill extending 
his virtually dictatorial powers. 
Both violently anti-British, Ka- 
shani and Mossadegh worked 
together for a time but split last 
January over the issue of un- 
limited powers Mossadegh de- 
manded.

West German Experts 
Call Russians Too 
Strong for Rebellion 
to Succeed.

NEW YORK, July 1—Five top 
West German experts on army 
organization and operation were 
pessimistic on their arrival here 
today about the outcome of re- 
cent violence and unrest in East 
Germany. They agreed that the 
Russian army is too strong to 
permit rebellion to get out of 
hand. 

Led by Theodor Blank, chief 
of the office of the representa- 
tive for security matters of the 
Bonn Government, the party ar- 
rived on the liner America to 
begin a 15-day tour of military 
installations here and discus- 
sions with the State Department 
and military chiefs on the Ger- 
man contribution to the Euro- 
pean army. 

Lt. Gen. Adolf Heusinger, 
chief of operations of the Ger- 
man high command in World 
War II until his arrest for com- 
plicity in the 1944 bomb plot 
aganist Hitler, issued a warn- 
ing about the growing military 
strength of the “people’s army” 
in Eastern Germany. 


120,000 in Army. 


He said there are 120,000 Ger- 
mans in the Eastern Zone army, 
including three full mechanized 
divisions. He said six more di- 
visions will be organized under 
Soviet auspices this year. But 
he added: 

“The people’s army is not re- 
liable as yet. The Russians can't 
depend on it too much. But it 
may be just a matter of time 
before it becomes more depend- 
able as far as Russia is con- 
cerned.” 

(The Associated Press today 
quoted a report in the West 
Berlin newspaper Telegraf as 
saying that more than 60,000 
men of the East German Army 
were to be released and sent 
back to industrial jobs.) 

The visiting Germans seemed 
to agree that West Germans, 
in the main, are for a German 
contribution to the European 
army. 

Many Anxious to Serve. | 

Blank said more than 100,000 | 
applications have been received | 
by his office so far from Ger- 
mans eager to join West Ger- | 
man military units. He said 
more than half of the applica- 
tions were from “professional 
soldiers” but that the rest were 
from “young people who never 
had been in the army.” 


Blank indicated that once the 


European army project is rati- 
fied (West Germany has ratified 
it) by other participating na- 
tions, his work will really get 
under way. At the outset, he 
said, West Germany will need 


heavy weapons like tanks, ar- | 


tilery and planes, “We will | 
need arms for the _ interim | 
period,” he said, “until German | 
arms Output can supply us.” 

The question of American | 
military aid for the project will 
be discussed in Washington, 
Blank said, but he emphasized 
that the primary purpose of the 
visit was “to see how an army 
is organized and built up in a 
democratic country.”

Korean President Syngman Rhee 
Has lashed back at British Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill for 
criticizing Rhee’s release of 27.- 
000 anti-Communist North Ko- 
rean prisoners from United Na- 
tions compounds in South Korea. 

: Rhee also said United Nations 

ommander Gen. Mark Clark 
made a “mistake” in saying that 
Rhee vidlated his word to the 
allied command by releasing the 
captives two weeks ago. 

The South Korean leader set 
férth his views in written replies | 
t6 the questions from Maurice | 
Fagence, correspondent of the | 
London Daily Herald. The re-) 
plies were dated Monday and 
made public today. 

_ Rhee wrote: 

*“To use the common phrase 
frequently repeated by our 
friendly nations regarding Ko- 
rea, | must say we were quite 
shocked by the remarks of the} 
British Prime Minister, Sir Win- | 
ston Churchill, All our people 
take them as insults. But we do 
not wish to hurt the feelings of 
the British soldiers who are. 
fighting here against our com- 
mon enemy, the Communists. 

Calls Clark Mistaken. 

“The British Government ex- 
pressed in its letter to me that 
it was shocked by the report of 
the release of the loyal Korean 
war prisoners (anti-Communists) 
and that I treacnerously violated 
something. Indeed, I do not 
know what I violated. The gen- 
tleman who wrote to me may 
perhaps be excused, because he 
acted on what he heard, whether | 
the reports were correct or not. | 
It. was Gen. Clark who made the 
mistake. He thought that I re- 
leased the prisoners as a first 
step toward the withdrawal of | 
the ROK forces from his com- | 
mand. But having received my | 
letter, stating that this was not 
s0, he should have reported that | 
his charge of violation was not 
correct. He has not done this so 
far and I have not bothered to 
take it up with him. The gen- | 
eral is a gentleman and I be- | 
lieve he will gponer or later ac- 
knowledge that I was unjustly 
accused.” 


Clark, in a letter to the Com 
munists Monday, again said that 
the South Korean Government 
violated its commitment to the 
United Nations command in re- | 
leasing the anti-red prisoners. 


In a re-statement of his posi- 
tion Rhee wrote in part: 


“We will continue our ori-. 
ginal intention to fight in de- 
fense of our nation and if the | 
United Nations do not support | 
our determination they can | 
make an armistice or peace | 
with the Communists and de- | 
cide whatever they think best | 
for their own interests and we 
will not interfere with their | 
plans. We only ask them to let | 
us alone so that we can try to 
unify Korea by any means we 
think best for ourselves ... We 
have always supported and co- | 
operated with the United Na- | 
tions as far as possible. But 
ween United Nations decides 
to join with our common enemy | 
to cease fire we cannot co- 
operate with them any longer. 
If we leave the Chinese Com- 
munist force with more than 
1,000,000 troops in North 
Korea we cannot survive ... 
So we protest and we hope all 
our friends in Europe and Asia 
have come to knov’ our posi- 
tion unmistakably. | 

‘We are not asking the 
United Nations to remain here | 
fighting and bleeding for us, 
nor to tear up the armistice 
agreement ... What we are 
asking is that United Nations 
will do whatever they think 
best in their own interests but 
just give us a chance to do our 
own fighting so that whether | 
we win or lose no United Na- | 
tions will be blamed.” 

Rhee said the ‘criticisms 
against the release of prison- | 
ers were based on misinforma- | 
tion. If I caused so much shock |

am very sorry indeed... . Gen.

Angry With Tenant, 
Rockwell Kent As- 
serts — Won't Tell if 
Hs Is Communist. 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (UP) 
~~Artist- Author Rockwell Kent 
told Senate investigators today 
he gave $800 to the Communist 
party because he was angry with 
a tenant, but he refused to say 
whether he himself was or is a 
party member. 

Kent told the Senate Investi- 
gating subcommittee he _ re- 
gretted not being allowed to read 
a statement because “I had 
serious charges to bring here 
(against the subcommittee) of 
conspiracy to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment by force and violence.” 

The subcommittee’s chairman, 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, summoned Kent as the 
subcommittee resumed its in- 
vestigation of United States 
overseas libraries. 

One reason for calling persons 
whose work is in the libraries, 
McCarthy said, “is to clarify 
some of the confusion as to what 
the Administration’s program is.” 

Kent was followed by writer 
Richard O. Boyer, who refused 
to say whether he is a Commu- 
nist. McCarthy said he thought 
Boyer had ‘“perjured” himself 
in some of his answers and said 
his testimony would be sent to 
the Department of Justice. 

Boyer told Chief Counsel Roy 
M. Cohn in one exchange.,: “I'll 
revere and will fight for the 
Constitution and its Bill of 
Rights which I don’t believe you 
will do.” . Boyer was a reporter 
for the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
from 1924 to 1926. 

McCarthy asked Boyer wheth- 
er in a 1949 speech he had ad- 
vocated “civil disobedience” by 
United States scientists in event 
of war with Russia. 

“No, and you know I didn’t,” 
Boyer replied. ~—- 

Cohn began reading a passage 
from the speech, and Boyer 
shouted: 

“I was quoting Thoreau.” 

Henry David Thoreau, nine- 
teenth century writer-philoso- 
pher of Concord, Mass., wrote 
an essay on civil disobedience 
which influenced the late Mo- 
handas K. Gandhi of India. 

Contributed to Daily Worker. 

Boyer testified he had con- 
tributed to the Communist New 
York Daily Worker and to 
Masses and Mainstream, which 
he described as a Marxian pub- 
lication. Asked if he wrote the 
Communist viewpoint for the 
Daily Worker he replied: 

“I wrote my own viewpoint. 
Perhaps they coincide.” 

Another witness was Dr. Ed- 
win B. Burgum, who was fired 
by New York University March 
30 for refusing to tell the Sen- 
ate Internal subcommittee 


whether he is a Red. He entered | 


the same refusal today. 

McCarthy meantime demanded 
that the State Department turn 

up the employe who barred a 
book by Whittaker Chambers, 
the accuser of Alger Hiss, and 
send him to the subcommittee 
for questioning. McCarthy said 
barring Chambers’s work could 
not have been due to “‘stupidi- 
ty“ and must have been a delib- 
erate attempt to ‘embarrass” the 
State Department. 

The Wisconsin Republican al- 
so said Dr. Robert L. Johnson, 
international information  ad- 
ministrator, had sent word he 
would be glad to appear for 
questioning. McCarthy had writ- 
ten Johnson earlier, asking the 
State Departmetit official to ap- 
pear to clear up “confusion” 
over “book burning.” 

Kent made his charges against 
the subcommittee in a mimeo- 
graphed statement which was 
not made a part of the official 
record. 

He said in the statement that 
investigations of citizens’ politi- 
cal beliefs violate the Bill of 
Rights and are part of a con- 
spiracy to silence a_ political 
minority. 

“T am forced to the further 
eonclusion that the conspiracy 
exists for the purpose of over- 
throwing our democracy in favor 
of a fascist, totalitarian govern- 
ment,” Kent’s statement read. 

“IT have no hesitation in 
charging that this committee 
plays an active part in that 
conspiracy and that its chair- 
man, Senator McCarthy, is its 
leader. 

“Moreover, and in view of 
the forces at the disposal of this 
committee, I ‘charge the con- 
spiracy to be one to overthrow 
our form of government, if need 
be, by force and violence.” 

He also readily testified that 
he gave $800 to the Communist 
party in 1933. 

“That was money received |N 
from the rental of my home 
against my orders,” Kent ex- 
plained. 

He said he tried to get the 
tenant to live there free “as an 
act of generosity” but received 
in reply “insulting letters.” 

So, he said, he tried to think 
of “who would be the greatest 
possible enemy of such people.” 
He said he looked in the New 
York telephone book and picked 
the Communist party “on an 
eeny neeny miney-mo” basis as 
against the Communist Labor 
party, a separate group.

In that situation, the 
cell at block 40 of the Stalin

One man got up and 
expressed the general view that 
the increase of norms was one

By 10 a.m., 300 men left the

Marching Without Orders. 

For the example of working 
men marching without orders in 
support of their own demands, 
unheard of in Eastern Germany 
for years, had proved infectious. 
Workers from other building 
sites, students and ordinary 
passers-by had joined in on the 
way when they heard their de- 
mands. The police, completely 
surprised and without instruc- 
tions, had let them pass unchal- 
lenged until they reached the 
government building.

Joseph Laniel is a thick-set, 
medium-size man of almost ani- 
mal vigor.

Norman Landowner. 


A Norman landowner and fac- 
tory director, M: Laniel comes 
from the same business-man 
strata of French society as M. 
Pinay. He is generally consid- 
ered one of the wealthiest men 
in France and handles himself 
with the poise and equanimity 
befitting his station. 


But there is a fundamental dif- 
ference between Pinay and Lan- 
iel—the difference that explains 
the large majority of supporters 
Laniel was able to muster. While 
Pinay was a councillor of the 
Vichy Government during the 
occupation, Laniel headed the 
National Resistance Committee 
in France. 

Together with Georges Bi- 
dault, he was the leading civilian 
follower of Gen. de Gaulle, and 
a historic photograph shows the 
general marching down the 
Champs-Elysees on Aug. 25, 
1944, with Bidault at his left and 
Laniel at his right.

As a man of great means, Lan- 
fel has been indorsed by the 
National Council of French Em- 
ployers and the other “vested 
interests” who had vetoed all 
previous candidates.

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A Wildcat Strike 


St. Louis went to bed Tuesday night with the 
assurance of a union pledge that there would be 
no strike to tie up its mass transportation sys- 
tem. 

St. Louis woke up Wednesday morning to 
find that not a streetcar or bus of the Public 
Service Co. was moving and that automobile 
traffic was jammed at many bottlenecks. 

At issue is a new wage contract to succeed 
the old contract which expired Tuesday mid- 
night. The operating and maintenance em- 
ployes of the company voted approximately 
2-to-1 against accepting the contract offered by 
the company. 

It is one thing to be dissatisfied with a pro- 
posed contract and so to advise the company. 
To pull off a wildcat strike without notice to 
the community is something else entirely. 

The former is frequent in labor negotiations. 
The latter is irresponsibility itself and a damage 
to the cause of union organization. 

The strike is not only a blow at the orderly 
operation of a community of more than 1,000,000

The fewer 
times it is applied the better. If the employes 
of the Public Service Co. think twice they will 
go back to their jobs while their responsible 
union officials work out a new contract with 
the company.

Responsible Senators now believe that the 
Judiciary Committee will report favorably on 
the Administration's humane request to admit 
240,000 European refugees to this country.

Congressman Melvin Price took time on the 
House floor a few days ago to pay tribute to a 
friend and fellow East St. Louisan, Dr. H.

Dr. Dean is a man of many scientific ac- 
complishments, but perhaps his most notable 
contribution was in showing that fluoridation of 
municipal water supplies can lead to startling 
reductions in dental decay in children. Dr, Dean 
has now been named secretary of the American 
Dental Association’s Council] on Dental Research. 
In that post he can help carry on the fight 
for fluoridation in those communities which are 
still behind the times, including his home town 
and its neighbor across the river, St. Louis. 
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Cheap at Twice the Price 

What would it cost St, Louis county residents 
to obtain a series of modern expressways per- 
mitting them to drive swiftly and safely to and 
from their jobs in St. Louis? Not very much, 
really. For the suburbanite earning $100 a 
week in the city, the bill would come to no more 
than 50 cents a week. 


That represents one-half of one per cent of 
the commuter’s wage, and it is exactly the rate 
now collected as a city earnings tax. If the Mis: 
souri Legislature were to authorize the city to 
continue. levying the tax for an indefinite period 
after next April, there is no doubt the express- 
ways could be. brought into being—and at a 
bargain price. 

St. Louis’s share of acquiring the right-of-way 
for three major expressways would run to some 
$20,000,000. This sum could be borrowed on a 
bond issue, provided the earnings tax revenue 
were available to pay off the debt. In return, 
the state and federal governments would put up 
$170,000,000 for the remaining right-of-way costs 
and for the actual construction. 

This potential federal-state grant was piled 
up out of federal and state taxes, some of which 


were paid by St. Louis county residents, City 
residents also paid them. But if the central 
city can’t raise its share of the right-of-way 
charges—and without the earnings tax it will 
clearly be unable to do so—the federal and 
state funds will be used elsewhere, perhaps in 
Kansas City. | 

Does this make sense to those who object to 
the picayune amount of the earnings tax? 
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-Freer Hand for the President 

President Eisenhower’s request for full 
power to send Government-held surplus food 
to countries which need it ought to gain im- 
mediate sympathy in Congress. 

Last week, as the President observes, he had 
to have special legislative permission to send 
a million tons of wheat to Pakistan. This is 
carrying Congress's power of the purse pretty 
far when the purse is full of wheat and other 
commodities that nobody seems to know what 
to do with. 

Just this week Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son said in a talk to the American Cotton Con- 
gress in Texas, “I know you have heard much 
about the butter buying program and the 230.- 
000,000 pounds of butter owned by the CCC. 
Do you know that we own enough cottonseed 
oil to manufacture well over one billion pounds 
of margarine?” 

That is a sample of what the Commodity 
Credit Corporation has to do by way of shoring 
up agriculture through a support price program. 
The irony is that many surpluses which are a 
headache at home could help prevent starva- 
tion in some other countries. There is no reason 
for Congress to dole them out as if we were a 
nation of Scrooges, 

President Eisenhower should have a freer 
hand to ship Government surpluses where they 
can do some good. 
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Who Got the Money? 


Has a political lug been extracted from the 
1100 employes of the School Board’s building 
department? The question grows out of the de- 
cidedly unorthodox operation of a “mutual ben- 
efit fund” to which the employes have made 
frequent cash contributions without receiving 
receipts. What happened to the cash after it 
had been collected is still another mystery. 

Oscar A, Ehrhardt, School Board president, 
has demanded to know “what's going on,” and 
has quite properly ordered the board's building 
committee to begin an inquiry. The slipshod 
handling of the collections is a serious enough 
matter in itself. But if the fund has been used 
for political purposes, as a mumber of the em- 
ployes believe, the committee inquiry takes on 
even greater significance. 

Disclosure that public school custodians and 
matrons have been tapped for cash contribu- 
tions to still another fund—this one called the 
“welfare fund”—adds still more ground to the 
field of inquiry. Operations of this fund also 
seem to have been carried out on the basis of 
“no receipts and cash only,” and there is a 
sneaking suspicion that politics and not welfare 
was its business. 

The starting point in any inquiry ought to 
be the office of Building Commissioner V. Harry 
Rhodes. Mr. Rhodes is paid $11,000 a year not 
merely to run his department but to take re- 
sponsibility for what goes on within it. He has 
denied any knowledge of the benefit fund, al- 
though several of his subordinates were ap- 
parently aware of the money-raising efforts. 
The welfare fund also seems to have been 
raised right under his nose, 


Committee members ought first to determine 
why the department head was so ignorant of 
the fund-raising activities of his employes, 
and then find out how much was collected, why 
it was collected, and where it went. 
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Pop Gun 

Congressman W. M. Wheeler of Georgia has 
received a classic dressing-down from his more 
responsible colleagues, for trying to bring ridicu- 
lous impeachment proceedings against Justice 
William O. Douglas of the Supreme Court. 

Members of a House Judiciary subcommittee 
told Wheeler that his case simply would not 
stand up. Chairman Graham of Pennsylvania, 
a Republican, said, “You have not fully com- 
prehended the depth of these charges.” In less 
congressional language, he did not know what 
he was saying. 


Congressman Wheeler had simply poured his 
emotions into a resolution. He opposed Justice 
Douglas’s stay of execution for the Rosenbergs 
without reference to the legal decision with 
which two other distinguished Justices agreed. 
Wheeler’s charge of moral turpitude blew up 
when he’ admitted his information was false. 
His idea of “treason” turned out to be state- 
ments by Justice Douglas with which Wheeler 
disagreed. 

What a sorry fiasco. Congressman Wheeler 
has much to learn about the duties of a Con- 
gressman, and everything to learn about the 
Supreme Court. 


Death in the Meramec 

Since Memorial day at least six persons have 
drowned or died on the Meramec river. If 
the record of tragedy remains constant, 10 or 
15 others will drown there before the summer's 
end. Why is the Meramec so dangerous? 

The Meramec has tricky currents and shifting 
depths, but in these respects it cannot compare 
with the Missouri river. Its current is far 
slower than that of the mighty Mississippi into 
which it flows. A good swimmer need fear little 
but speedboats in the Meramec but even a good 
swimmer cannot do much, against the Mississippi 
current. 

Probably the worst danger of the Meramec is 
its innocent appearance and its long unguarded 
stretches. The stream seems to invite people 
who cannot swim, or cannot swim well, or who 
use speedboats as hot-rods, or otherwise ignore 
the simplest rules of water safety. In short, it 
is not so much the Meramec that is dangerous 
as the people who use it. 

A private group; the Meramec River Patrol, 
makes an effort to cover the stream’s danger 
spots, Members of the patrol rescued 15 per- 
sons last year and have saved 425 since they 
banded together 24 years ago. The South End 
Deputy Sheriff’s Club also performs a similar 
public service. But these groujis cannot be 
everywhere at once. 

Water safety on the Meramec might be a 
subject worth exploring in the St. Louis County 
Council. Perhaps county funds might be used 
to help augment the volunteer lifesaving patrols 
in those stretches of the ‘river lying in the 
county. Meantime, though, the principal burden 
will rest on the individual who takes to the 
Meramec for fun and recreation. Unless people 
exercise extreme care in the river, the number 
of drownings will continue to be as predictable 
as the tides.

Two factors which plague the mod- 
ern world are war and Communism. 
But there is a third one which the 
white Western world is only now be- 
ginning to wake up to and the awaken- 
ing is a nightmare to many—namely, 
that two-thirds of the world’s people 
no longer accept white supremacy, 

That revolt against white domination 
is not going to be stopped by bombs. 
And the most remarkable fact about 
this revolution—particularly in Africa— 
is the almost total 
absence of Com- 
munist inspiration 
for it. 

As is always the 
case, the Commu- 
nists have rushed 
in wherever possi- 
ble to exploit mis- 
ery and unrest. But 
the most fatal mis- 
take the, West 
could make would 
be to write off this 
unrest as external- - 
ly inspired. Asia ° 
and Africa will go 
Communist only if 
driven in despair by the mistakes and 
selfishness of the Western world. 

Because this is true the United States 
possesses a weapon for its own self 
preservation of infinite value. That 
weapon is the treatment it accords to 
its minorities. The most damaging 
harm to America’s prestige is news of 
riots in Cicero, bombings in Florida, 
filibusters in Washington, second-class 
citizenship for Negroes in St. Louis.

Sincerity Is Not Questioned 


What about our new Chief Executive? 
Where does he stand on minority rights 
and the constitutional guarantees of 
equality? 

From my contacts with President 
Eisenhower overseas during the war 
and since he returned home, | am 
unequivocally convinced of his sincer- 
ity. He approved the filing of a brief 
amicus in the Thompson restaurant case 
in Washington by Attorney General 
Brownell. The President has ordered 
abolition of racial segregation in 
schools on inilitary posts. 


I am personally canvinced that both 
the President and the Attorney General 
welcome the showdown (before the Su- 
preme Court) on the expensive, divisive 
and anti-democratic system of dual edu- 
cation. But there are serious obstacles 
in his path. 

The first is that he has been so ab- 
sorbed with war and foreign problems 
that he apparently has not given time 
to the enormous volume of new facts 
in the fields of civil rights. This is 
apparent from some of the answers he 
has given in press conferences when 
civil rights questions were asked. “I 
will have Jim Hagerty look it up” has 
become a familiar phrase. 


Defiance of Cabinet Members 


But he is learning fast. When I 
complimented him on his _ intimate 
knowledge of Senate Rule 22 on 
filibusters, he flashed his famous smile 
and said, “Iwe been briefed by an ex- 
pert.” 

A second handicap is certain mem- 
bers of ‘his Cabinet. There are only 
two of the members—Attorney Gen- 
eral Brownell and Mutual Security Ad- 
ministrator Stassen—who are sensitive 
to the grave problems of minorities. | 

One other Cabinet officer was re- 
cently urged by a prominent white citi- 
zen to select a qualified Negro for a 
certain post. The Cabinet member re- 
plied, “But where will I find one?” 
Apparently he had not heard of the 
contributions to American life of men 
and women like Ralph Bunche, William 

e, Channing Tobias, Mary McLeod 


Bethune, Paul Williams, Thurgood Mar- 
shall. 

I mentioned President Eisenhower's 
forthright order to abolish segregated 
schools on Army posts. But I have 
read a 312-page memorandum from a 
member of his Cabinet urging that ac- 
tion be held in abeyance until a “sur- 
vey” can be made—when there are at 
least three exhaustive reports gather- 
ing dust in the files of government. 

The President ordered completion of 
the job courageously begun by Presi- 
dent Truman to eliminate segregation 
in the armed services. But his Secre- 
tary of the Navy, Mr. Robert Anderson 
of Texas, has bluntly refused to end 
racial segregation in the Navy yards 
at Norfolk, Va., and Charleston, S. C. 

When I read of Secretary Anderson's 
defiance of President Eisenhower's or- 
der, I could not refrain from speculat- 
ing on what would have happened to 
any subordinate who told Gen. Eisen- 
hower he would not obey a command. 


Pentagon on Anti-Jim Crow Bill 


Another weakness is in the Depart- 


ment of Defense where the Secretary of 
the Army, when asked by Senator To- 
bey to comment on the anti-Jim Crow 
travel bill, said, “It is the policy of the 
department not to comment on matters 
of broad public policy not primarily the 
concern of the Defense Department.” 

It makes no difference to the Penta- 
gon that veterans disabled by fighting 
for democracy in Korea may be jailed 
or .beaten when they return because 
they refuse to sit in the colored section 
on a bus or train? 

The third and most discouraging bar- 
rier to fulfillment of the President’s 
intentions to make America a place free 
from racial handicaps is the opposition 
within his own party—from those who 
value their alliance with the Dixiecrats 
more than they do democracy itself. 
This conflict is visible in the failure to 
date to fulfill the President's campaign 
promise to appoint qualified Negroes 
to important posts, 

Let me make it clear that the N.A. 
A.C.P. does not appraise an Admin- 
istration on the jobs it hands out. Our 
position can be simply stated and is 
applicable to whatever party is in 
power. 


Ballots Can End the Sabotage 


America has spent hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars for the education of 
Negro youth. What use will America 
make of these trained Americans? Will 
they be used by government and indus- 
try to build a more secure America? 

One of the most convincing answers 
to Communist and other propaganda on 
this issue has been the use, though very 
small, of American Negroes by the 
State Department and other agencies 
in overseas posts. Yet, in the State 
Department, where over 6000 persons 
serve in the foreign service, only about 
50 or 60 are colored. 

Now that we are on the brink of get- 
ting results, there is a move among the 
career people to block corrective ac- 
tion by forcing the dismissal of an ex- 
pert consultant who has been showing 
where the trouble spots are. This is 
the usual strategy the department has 
employed in keeping out coored people. 

The Republicans are reported to be 
planning to use the slogan in 1954 that 
“Eisenhower can’t do it alone.” He 
certainly cannot. Decent Americans of 
every party and race must help him by 
using their ballots next year to replace 
those who sabotage the President’s pro- 
gram against second-class citizenship.

For there is no rea- 
son to'think thet th~ oppression 
and exploitation had become 
greater recently, and that these 
uprisings were piovoked by new 
and unbearablé tyrannies. 
What-the uprisings indicate is 
that the people directly in con- 
tact with it have become aware 
that the imperial power of Mos- 
cow.is relaxing its grip. 

As many historians have ob- 
served, uprisings are most like- 
ly to occur and revolutions are 
most likely to succeed when the 
regime against which they are 
directed is beginning to falter 
and is felt to be passing. The 
full fury of the French revolu- 
tion, for example, broke out 
after the King and the nobles 
had instituted far-reaching re- 
forms for the vedress of the 
main popular grievances. 


Mankind Has Grown. 


If the postwar system wf the 
two power world is breaking up, 
it is not because there is a 
change of heart, of purpose, of 
policy, or of tactics in the 
Kremlin. It is not because the 
Eisenhower Administration had 
undermined our adversaries by 
its brilliant dynamism, or because 
it is alienating our allies and 
friends by its deplorable inde- 
cision and self-abasement. 

The postwar system is break- 
ing up because mankind has 
outgrown it, because the na- 
tions are recovering from the 
exhaustion and the prostration, 
the regimentation and the ter- 
ror of the world war. This is 
the context of the present. 
These are the times in which 
we are living and have to act. 

The prudent way to estimate 
any change of heart or policy 
on the other side, and to make 
plans for the future on our side, 
is to measure all against the 
basic change in the historic sit- 
uation.

Inevita- 
bly, for St. Louisans, it will sug- 
gest comparison with the just- 
ended City Art Museum showing 
of the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art's larger cross section of con- 
temporary * .nerican art. 

Most striking difference is 
that the new exhibit seems the 
more diversified as well as the 
more urbane. Whereas the 
American suivey was heavily 
weighted at the very bournes of 
abstraction and realism, the Eu- 
ropean sampling has strength in 
intervening idioms. 

Extremes Not Slighted. 


Nor does the ew slow slight 

extremes. British surrealist 
Lucien Freud, son of the Aus- 
trian psycho*.alyst Sigmund 
Freud, adapts his meticulously 
naturalistic technique to the 
eye-deceiving devices of magic 
realism in “Kitty With Fig 
Leaves.” Apparently depicting 
his sitter’s every eyelash and 
facial pore, he achieves an in- 
tense immediacy that made early 
visitors marvel. 


More in the usual British tra- 
dition of romantic and poetic 
representation of nature is John 
Piper’s “Glyders Rock.” 

Raoul Ubac, a “elgian who ex- 
hibits his work regularly in 
Paris and thus qualifies as a 
jr.ember of tne French school, 
contributes a mut.d, geometrical 
abstraction oddly titled “Two 
Persons at a Table.”

HOLLYWOOD, July 1 (AP)— 
The growing peril to Holly- 
wood’s star system was drama- 


| |\tized today with the news that 
~ |20th Century-Fox had parted 
~ |with its biggest money-maker, 


Betty Grable. (She was former- 
ly known in St. Louis as Ruth 
Elizabeth Grable.) 

She and the studio reached 


an “amicable” ending of her 
contract, which would have ex- 
pired in September 1954. Dur- 
ing her 13-year reign as queen 
of the lot, she had earned mil- 
lions for herself and the com- 
pany in glossy musicals. She 
became the No. 1 box office 
draw in wartime ahd has re- 
mained among the top ten 
longer than any other female 
star. 


At 36, her glamor gams are 
still holding their own with the 
newer names. Then why would 
20th Century-Fox grant her 
wish for freedom? 

One of the principal reasons 
is that the film studios can no 
longer support the expensive 
star lists of the past. With pic- 
ture-making divorced from the- 
ater operation by government 
order, the studios have to show 
a profit or else. That meant 
cutting down the overhead 
costs that the theaters could 
once absorb. 

Miss Grable was earning an 
estimated $5000 a week plus big 
bonuses at the end of each pic- 
ture. Studios now figure they 
can avoid such year-around ex- 
penses and merely hire talent 
by the picture. The 3-D revolu- 
tion has caused fewer pictures 
to be made, requiring fewer 
actors. 

This points to the decline of 
the star system. The studios 
are letting many of their estab- 
lished stars go and building few 
new ones. 

Miss Grable’s relations with 
her studio began to worsen two 
years ago. She sat out a year’s 
suspension after turning down 
“The Girl Next Door.” She said 
she was “physically and mental- 
ly exhausted after 18 months 
of steady work.” # 

After returning for a film, 
she was again suspended for 
refusing “Pickup on South 
Street.” She explained: “It was 
a starkly realistic picture done 
in black and white. I think it 
would have been dangerous for 
‘me to do?’ 

She gained her third suspen- 
sion for refusing a Columbia 
loanout. Her reason: The stu- 
dio could not assure her who 
the co-star would be. 

She said she wanted her free- 
dom for the last year and one- 
half but the studio refused un- 
til now. ‘ 

She wants to do pictures at 
other studios, appear and record 
with her husband, Harry James, 
and do radio and TV.

Aung Gyi, chief Burmese dele-, 
gate on the four-power United) 
Nations committee negotiating 
for the withdrawal of the Na-| 
tionalist irregulars. | 

He added that Burma will not: 
be satisfied with less than com-' 
plete evacuation. 

(Chinese Nationalist officials 
in Formosa had no comment on 
reports that Gen. Li Mi, com- 
mander of the guerrilla forces 
in Burma, would resist plans 
for evacuation of his 12,000 
soldiers.) 

Col. Aung Gyi emphasized 
that Burma is anti-Red, having 
fought the Communist groups 
for the last seven years. But, | 
he added, the nation cannot af- 
ford to become a base for 
troops engaged in anti-Red op- 
erations. 

He said Burma will ask Thai- 
land for strict closure of their, 
common border to prevent the 
smuggling of supplies to the 
guerrillas. 

Lt. Gen. Lee Foo-Yu, chief, 
of Gen. Li’s group here, said he} 
wants United Nations investigat- 
ors to make a survey of “actual 
conditions” in the Burmese 
areas where the irregular troops 
are operating. 

He added that reporters also 
would be welcome, but they 
must first be screened to insure 
they are not Red agents.

Donnelly still has to wrestle 
with the other 17 appropriation 
bills and complete action on 
them by July 15, the constitu- 
tional limit on disposition of 
bills passed by the legislature. 

$742,866,000 Total Budget 

The legislature, after a ses- 
sion-closing scramble last May, 
send Donnelly a budget of 
$742,866,595 for the 1953-1955 
biennial period. 

This record total was $36,207,- 
363 greater than the budget re- 
commended by Donnelly last 
_January, and $70,003,000 greater 
than appropriations approved 
for operation of the state in the 
1951-1953 biennial period. 

The division of welfare had

These checks, averaging $50.03, 
were mailed last night. 

Proctor N. Carter, director of 
Welfare, said aid-to-dependent- 
children checks would be sent 
to 51,843 persons about July 10, 
and pensions to 3506 blind per- 
sons about July 8. Checks for 
22,671 persons on general relief 
and 12,832 on the permanently 
disabled roll will go out about 
the middle of July. 

Major program in the welfare 
appropriations is the payment of 
old-age pensions. Carter said 
this would total $159,282,600, in- 
appropriated from the state 
funds and an estimated $103,- 
500,000 to be received from the 
federal government. 

Aid to dependent children in 
the two years will amount to 
$33,092.750, Carter said, includ- 
ing $8,272,250 in state funds and 
$24,820,000 in federal grants.

The $228,164,104 total for the 
bill approved by the Governor 
intludes an estimated $145,005,- 
000 in federal aid and grants. 
The bill does not itemize the fed- 
eral funds, but covers them with 
a blanket authorization to spend 
money received from the federal 
government.

One of the most enjoyable 
ways of cheating the intense 
summer heat is to wade and 
fish. There are many major wat- 
ercourses in the Ozarks and each 
of them has smaller spring-fed 
feeder streams that. have an 
abundance of panfish, and often 
the. angler can find certain 


stretches of water that abound 
in both large- and smallmouthed 
bass. The experienced fisher- 
man, wading the small stream, 
can recognize these productive 
stretches of water even if he 
has not previously fished the 
stream. 

There are certain characteris- 
tics of these fertile holes that 
cause the nimrod to nod his 
head in satisfaction as he ap- 
proaches them. They are usually 
found at the end of a long ankle- 
deep stretch of swift-running. 
shallow water, and a rock bluff |4 
or a high, deep-cut bank tells 
the appproaching angler that 
good fishing is just ahead. The 
overhanging trees cast a mot- 
tled shadow over the water and, 
if it is boulder-strewn and fairly 
deep, it is ideal habitat for Mr. 
Smallmouth. Fallen trees and 
root wads are the home of the 
goggle-eye and black perch. 
Bluegill and sunfish prefer the 
shallow ends of the deep pools 
and are instantly alert at any 
undue noises or vibrations. 

Stealth and Patience Needed. 

Wading and fishing the small 
creeks is an art that few ac- 
quire. To successfully fish the 
productive holes requires 
the stealth of an Indian and 
the patience of Job. Most of | 
the beginners are prone to try | 
to fish far too great a distance | 
on their first attempts. Several 
miles will be covered in the 
hope that the “jackpot” will be 
reached in that mystical hole 
that is believed to be just around 
the next bend but is never ac- 
tually found. In all probability, 
they have floundered through 
much productive water that, 
would have produced a satisfac- 
tory string of fish if the proper | 
technique of wading and fishing 
had been observed. 

One of the first lessons to be | 
learned ts that the waves created 
by the movement of the angler | 
in the water must be kept at a

Conflict of Interests. 


Struggle for the meager 
trickle coming down from El 
Paso involves conflicts of in- 
terest not only among different 
groups of farmers on the Ameri- 
can side but also between Mexi- 
cans and Americans on opposite 
sides of the river.

with a “good government” ‘coali-

The designation of Halley as 
the Liberal candidate almost 
certainly assured at least a 
three-way race in the Nov. 3 
city-wide election for mayor. He 
also became the second candi- 
date for mayor, the first being 
Judge Samuel S. Leibowitz, who 
has agreed to run under the city 
fusion party banner. 

Both the Republicans and the

‘Prince Azzedine Bey, 
Heir Presumptive,

Pro-French. 


TUNIS, Tunisia, July 1 (AP) 
— Prince Azzedine Bey, heir 
|presumptive to the throne of 
'Tunisia, died today of a bullet 
wound inflicted this morning by 
a Tunisian assailant.

The Prince was said to be a 


‘sympathizer with the French 
‘rulers of this North African pro- 
tectorate, which has been scene 
of rioting and violence by na- 
tionalists seeking independence. 

The assassin pumped two bul- 
lets at the 72-year-old cousin of 
the Bey of Tunis, Mohammed 
Al-Amin, the nominal ruler. One 
of the bullets pierced his stom- 
ach, the other went wild. . 

The attack occurred while Az- 
zedine Bey was relaxing on a 
chaise longue in the garden of 
his La Marsa palace, reading the 
morning papers. 

His assailant was arrested by 
police soon after the shooting. 

Azzedine Bey on several oc- 
casions had signed letters to the 
French residency, which actual- 
ly controls the protectorate, in- 
dicating his willingness to sup- 
plant his cousin if needed. 

The ruling Bey is more in- 
clined to favor the cause of the 
independence - seeking Tuni- 
sian nationalists. He has re- 
peatedly refused to sign French 
'reform decrees designed to calm 
the nationalists, and finally 
signed decrees providing for 
local elections only when it ap- 
peared the French would force 
his abdication if he did not.

NE of the sure ways to damage a child is to deprive

him “smother love.” This is what too many “Moms” 
offer to their offspring. They keep their children in perma- 
nent childhood, refusing to let them grow, so their person- 
alities are as badly warped as would be an arm that was 
kept in a plaster cast from infancy. Mrs. McK. fears that 
her daughter-in-law is giving just this treatment to her son.

Beat the Heat 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


EW heat records have already been set this year in the 

Middle West. It appears that the country may “be in 

for another extraordinarily hot summer. This means you 
have to be unusually careful to avoid the two different 
kinds of heat illness which can make you sick or even kill 
you. Here is how to avoid and to treat them. | 

Lack of enough ordinary table salt or a sudden stop- 
ping of sweating are the things you must watch ous. for. 

Heat cramp and heat exhaustion both come from lack 
of salt due to excessive hot weather sweating. Heat cramp 
is the mildest. Painful spasmodic contractions of arm, leg 
and abdominal muscles are the chief symptoms. Nausea and 
dizziness may occur. There is no fever. If heat cramp does 
occur, the sufferer must be taken to a cool place and given 
salt solution by mouth or, if nauseated, by injection.

HEAT EXHAUSTION is a more serious form of this 
same illness. There is a shock-like collapse of the blood 
vessels to the skin and muscles. Here, again, profuse sweat- 
ing carrying out too much salt causes the illness. Vomiting, 
headache and dizzinesg are all symptoms of heat exhaustion. 
The skin may be bluish and is cool, moist and usually pale. 

Although it can be fatal to an elderly person with other 
diseases, heat exhaustion does not kill younger, previously 
healthy people. It can be avoided entirely by eating enough 
salt and drinking enough fluid as well as avoiding excessive 


. exertion and too much exposure to heat. When heat exhaus- 


tion does happen, it is serious enough to call the doctor 
without delay.

_ HEAT STROKE is another kind of heat illness. It can 
be fatal in a few hours even to healthy people. However, 
if you catch it early, treatment will usually prevent death. ¥ 

The earliest sign of impending heat stroke is the sud- 
den stoppage of perspiration after several days of extreme, 
summer heat. When you stop sweating, your personal air- 
conditioner has gone on the blink. Without the cooling 
effect of evaporating perspirations, your body temperature 
rises fast and a high fever or heat stroke occurs. 

The skin is hot, dry and flushed in heat stroke. This 
is the key clue for distinguishing between heat stroke and 
heat exhaustion. In the latter, the skin is moist instead of 
dry. In heat stroke, the mouth feels dry. The sufferer is 
extremely thirsty and he may stagger. Later, convulsions 
and stupor occur. 

Heat, stroke kills infants, physically active adults, and 
old people. If the victim is lucky enough to recover from 
one attack, heat stroke is likely to occur again unless pre- 
cautions are taken.

PREVENTIVE MEASURES include lightweight, airy 
clothing, light meals, frequent bathing, plenty of drinking 
water, and avoidance of exertion and undue exposure to 
heat. 

Any time anyone stops sweating during a heat wave, 
you should put that person to bed in an air-conditioned 
room, if possible. Use sponge baths and fans on the skin. 
If perspiration does not begin soon, or if fever starts, you 
should call the doctor for more héroic measures. Wrapping 
the victim in sheets wet with cool water will help prevent 
body temperature from rising too fast in the absence of 
sweating.

Dentist Who Turned Uranium Miner 


Dr. Garth Thorenburg Drawing $8000 a Year Now, Still ls Hoping to Strike It Rich

What keeps men going in 
the mountains and deserts of 
the Colorado Plateau as they 
hunt the uranium that makes 
atomic bombs? In this story, 
the fourth in a series, a den- 
tist reveals some of the an- 
swers. 


MOAB, Utah, July 1. 
669 'M in it for money,” a 
freshly minted uranium 
millionaire told me. “I 
"didn’t go hungry for patriotism.” 

Most prospectors probably 
feel the same way, but there 
are some who have had second 
thoughts about uranium and 
‘their feelings toward it. Take 
Garth Thorenburg, for instance. 

“Our main confidence is that 
it’s a source of power, for 
peaceful purposes,” he says. “If 
it'd just be for the bomb, I'd 
quit.” 

That’s not the sort of talk 
you expect from Thorenburg 
when you first meet him. We 
were chatting in a tiny cafe off 
Moab’s main street. It was over- 
run by prospectors and hearty 
promoter types, each little 
group huddled over large plat- 
ters of ham and eggs and a 
tog deal of subdued conversa- 


n. 

Thorenburg blended in nicely 
with the scene. He was a tall, 
lithe man with handsome fea- 
tures camouflaged by a black 
mustache and a pleasant grin 
that revealed a set of perfect 
teeth. He wore high boots, tight 
blue jeans, a dark denim shirt 
and a black cowboy hat. Fas- 
tened to his belt was a compass 
and a hunting knife. 

It came as something of a 
surprise to learn that this fron- 
tiersman was a graduate of the 
University of Kansas City, a 
doctor of dental surgery who 
had been a World War II den- 
tist in the Seabees and had a 
successful practice back home 
in Paonia, Colo. In fact, al- 
though he has been in the ura- 
nium business for several years, 
Dr. Thorenburg still pays the 
rent on his office in Paonia 
every month. 

“It’s my insurance policy,” 
he explained smilingly. 

He probably won't need it. 
Ever since his brother Vance 
went into the construction busi- 
ness and took Garth in as part- 
ner in a road-building job for 
a uranium mine, the doetor has 
had no reason to regret giving 
up drilling teeth and drilling 
rock instead. 

“We took one look and de- 
cided we were going into the 
uranium business ourselves,” 
Thorenburg related. “We're 
gamblers, strictly speaking. I 
draw about $8000 a year and 
that ain’t a bad livin’. But if 
we sold out tomorrow, we'd 
come out 50 per cent ahead.” 

While this can be regarded 
as a substantial payoff for “gam- 
blers,” one prospect that quite 
obviously keeps the doctor 
happy in the hills is a vision of 
the prospector’s elusive, ever- 
beyond -the-horizon millenium 
when he will make a fantastic 
strike. In Thorenburg’s case, 
this possibility is by no means 
far-fetched. . 

The beginning was discourag- 
ing. Using some of the $200,000 
worth of construction equip- 
ment owned by his brother 
Vance, Thorenburg spent month 
after month drilling in the Yel-

low Cat area north of Moab, 
without hitting a thing. (Since 
then some fine finds have been 
made in the same area.) Then 
the brothers went to work for 
a Denver and New York mining 
firm for a salary plus a sh 

of earnings. They still have a 

interest in this operation and 
Garth is hopeful that it will pay 
off eventually. 


* * 
EANWHILE, though, Vance 
M traced one of his big bull- 
dozers for three claims in 
the Seven Mile district, also 
north of Moab. This turned out 
to be a fine trade. The mine 
has grossed $125,000 worth of 
ore in the last two years, includ- 
ing individual chunks contain- 
ing 93 per cent uranium, which 
may be the choicest specimens 
yet found in America. It also 
yielded. a substantial hunk that 
assayed at 83 per cent which 
had just béen sold to the Smith- 
sonian Institution in Washing- 

ton. ; 

Engineers told Garth that 
there is a proven reserve of 
$200,000 worth of ore in the 
mine and Garth, of course, is 
hopeful that somewhere along 
the path of the two men who 
are blasting their way inside 
they will find a full face of ex- 
tremely precious ore. 

With the uranium business 
looking better and better, 
Vance, who lives in Grand 
Junction, Colo., where he runs 
fru® orchards and a construc- 
tion machinery business, sold 
two Chevrolet dealerships which 
he owned and thus managed, 
ewith some associates, to raise 
$97,000 to buy additional mines 
in the Yellow Circle district. 
Garth runs these as well and 
their future looks bright. 

The previous owners had done 
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well with the claims, but a 
tough winter of three-foot snows 
had lowered their enthusiasm. 
All the readily accessible ura- 
nium had been mined out and 
there were no proven reserves. 
Dr. Thorenburg moved in with 
new blood and new money and 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
decided to do $200,000 worth of 
further exploration work in the 
area. Result: Garth has made 
within a few thousand dollars 
of the purchase price in a year’s 
operation and the mines now 
have at least $150,000 worth of 
ore reserves to work on. 

We were getting into his car 
now to travel up to the Seven 
Mile mine. There was a $1000 
scintillometer in the back seat 
plus a $350 Geiger counter and 
a “deep hole probe,” which is 
a tube at the end of long wire 
enabling prospectors to sink it 
into exploratory drill holes and 
tell whether there is promising 
radioactivity at the bottom. 

Garth was talking about some 
of his bad luck. Once; he re- 
lated, he rode on horseback 
within a mile of the canyon 
where Vernon Pick from Minne- 
sota located an $8,000,000 claim.

To “Take a Crack At.” 


ODAY to “take a crack at 

someone” is to aim at him, 

whetber the objective be 
physical injury or merely emo- 
tional discomfiture. A boy con- 
fident of the power of his fists 
uses the expression as a threat; 
an investigating committee call- 
ing a witness for questioning is 
likewise said to “take a crack” 
at him. — 

The significance of the phrase 
is based on the subsidiary mean- 
ing of “crack” as a shot, perhaps 
most often in the expression’s 
history, a rifle shot. It came 
into popular usage in the last 
century, when it was well docu- 
mented in American literature 
dealing with the violent aspects 
of our wide-open spaces. In “Ten 
Years in Oregon,” published in 
1844, the authors, Daniel Lee 
and J. H. Frost, have a character 
say, “Only let me have one crack 
at the rascal.” And there is lit- 
tle doubt about the kind of 
“crack” be referred to. 

There is an earlier example of 
the slang phrase, indeed, the 
first to which it can be traced, 
in Washington Irving’s “A Tour 
on the Prairies,” published in 
1835, in the more unemotional 
allusion which follows: “We 
might find them grazing, and get 
another crack at them.”

Ralph Smith slowly 
paid out the line with the 
probe. Thorenburg stood by, 
puffing on a cigarette. The line 
kept going down. The counter 
clucked phlegmatically. The line 
kept going. At about 25 feet it 
perked up a bit. At 30 feet it 
came alive. The men bright- 
ened. There was some studying 
of the counter’s scale.but all 
agreed that there was something 
below that should be looked 
into. 
What would it be? An isolated 
little spot without commercial 
possibilities? Or that full face 
of high grade ore Garth hoped 
to hit? The best uranium expert 
would have been unable to tell 
at that stage, and this is some- 
thing else that fascinates the 
dentist from Paonia about the 
uranium gamble. 

“Nobody can tell you right 
from wrong in this business,” 
he said, “because nobody 
knows.”

The six-no-trump contract had 
no chance even though North 
avoided the immediate loss of 
two diamonds—East selected a 
heart opening—and even though 
the club suit was favorably dis- 
tributed for North. 

It is fairly obvious that the 
bad contract was due to North’s 
bidding his head off. His three- 
diamond jump over two clubs 
was not bad since he had the 
general strength to back it up, 
but his following leap. to five 
no-trump was outrageous. It 
required little imagination to 
guess that the three-diamond bid 
had. struck good support in 
South’s hand in so far as dia- 
mond length was concerned, but 
for that very reason North 
should have realized that in 
jumping from four diamonds to 
five no-trump (North-South were 
not using Blackwood) he would 
be virtually forcing a diamond 
slam that he himself could not 
stand. Then, of course, he could 
no longer support clubs at the 
six-level. but would have to run 
out to six no-trump. 

There would have been some 
faint excuse if North-South had 
landed at a six club contract, 
because the duplication in 
spades was a factor.
